Ceremony in Winter has satisfied a need to express the versatility 
of the primitive spinning wheel and its ability to produce a variety 
of yarns and cordage, from the two-ply hairy textured mohair cordage 
encircling the neckline and shoulders to the more sophisticated 
32-ply silk cordage accent and silk slub yarn inlaid throughout the 
coat.
